James H. Howard, lanky St. 
Louis flyer who shot down at least 
six Japanese planes while a squad- 
ron leader with the American Vol- 
unteer Group in China, came home 
last night to recover from dengue 


fever and regain 25 pounds of lost 
weight before joining the Amer-. 
ican fighting forces. 


He brought with him a healthy 
regard for that much-discussed 
weapon, the American-built fighter 
plane. The Curtiss P-40, used ex-: 
clusively by the “Flying Tigers,” is 
“an awfully good ship, and was 
one of the big reasons we were 
so successful,” he said. The A. V. 
G. flyers are credited with destroy- 
ing more than 300 Japanese planes 
—it was probably nearer ac- 
tually—while they lost only about 
10 of their own. 
Howard was met at Union sta- 
tion by his parents, Dr: and Mrs. 
Harvey J. Howard, 20 Crestwood 
drive, Clayton; his sister and 
beother-in-law, Mr. and Mrs. Huson 
Jackson, 7918 Kingsbury boulevard, 
Clayton, and Jackson’s mother, 
Mrs. Rex Jackson. 
Wears Chinese Uniform. 
The flyer, 29 years old, arrived 
here wearing the snuff-colored uni- 
form of the Chinese air force. He 
is tall and very thin, with reddish 
hair and a small mustache, and a 
manner of easy-going calm that 
must have served him well in dog- 
fights with the Japanese over 
China and Burma. 
He described the feeling of go- 
ing into an air battl “like the 
kick-off at a football game; the 
hairs on your neck pringle with 
excitement as you start, but you 
soon become so wrapped up in the 
fight that you are not frightened 
particularly.” 
“Fellows in their first engage- 
ments sometimes get excited and 
do rather strange things,” he re- 
lated. “In your first fight your 
inclination is to get above’ the 
enemy ships and dive down hard 
on one of them with all guns 
blazing, and keep on diving. Often 
you don’t get the enemy ship, and 
your dive takes you 10,000 feet 
or so down—so low that by the 
time you regain altitude, the 
enemy has gone. 
“After you've got some expe- 
rience, you learn to take it easy, 
and look around a bit. You pick 
out a target you can attack with- 
out exposing yourself too much 
and without diving completely out 
of the fight in trying to get him.” 
Howard recalled seeing some 
of the Army Air Forces members 
new to combat who arrived in 
China shortly before he left. 
“IT remember sage 3 one * —* 
a Jap plane a mile off,” 
—— “and open up with all 
guns. at him until all his ammu- 
nition was gone. Of course he 
didn’t hit the Jap, but he’ll learn 
with experience that you have to 
be pretty close to be effective. 
You can score a hit at long dis- 
tance, but to do much good you 
have to be near enough to see the 
enemy plane quiver as your bul- 
lets go into it, and see big hunks 
of his plane flying off.

An emergency power unit pur- 
chased by the Fox Theater for use 
in blackouts was used for the first 
time last night when Laclede Pow-. 
er & Light Co.’s system became 
out’ of order, and sections of west 
and northwest St. Louis were 
plunged into darkness for periods 
lasting from 15 minutes to several 
hours. : 

Lights at the Fox Theater went 
out about 11 p. m., and the audi- 
ence sat in darkness for 20 min- 
utes, until the gasoline-powered 
emergency unit got into action and 
lighted illumination bulbs.

WASHINGTON, Sept. 11 (AP).— 
‘The Senate Finance Committee re- 
jected 12 té 6 today a new joint 


proposal by the Treasury and con- 
gressional] staffs to boost the yield 
o” the new revenue bill by 110 mil- 
lion dollars yearly through a revi- 
sion of the present ‘depletion allow- 
ances for petroleum and mining en- 
terprises. 

The allowances have been per- 
mitted as credits against* taxes to 
offset depreciation or depletion of 
the natural resources affected. 

The two staffs proposed to elimi- 
nate what they termed “double de- 
ductions” given to such enterprises 
through percentage allowances for 
depreciation, plus credits for intan- 
gible development costs. 

The committee declined, however, 
to eliminate the latter credits, 
which representatives of the oil and 
mining industries said had been 
allowed for taxation purposes for 
25 years. 

Cigar Taxes Changed. 

The committee made adjustments 
in House excise tax rates on cigars 
which Randolph Paul, Treasury 
genera] counsel, estimated would 
cut potential revenues from this 
source three million dollars yearly 
under the House total. 

It voted to combine two brack- 
ets set up by the House and bring 
all cigars retailing from 2% to 4 
cents each under a flat tax of $3 
per thousand. 

This compares with $2 under the 
present law. For cigars retailing 
between 4 and 6 cents, the Senate 
group voted to make the tax $4 
in-tead of $5 previously voted by 
the House and the present $2 rate. 

House rates of $7 on cigars rang- 
ing between 6 and g cents were ap- 
proved and the committee voted a 
$10 rate on cigars selling for 8 to 
15 cents, combining two brackets 
which the House had split up. 

Cigars. retailing for 15 to .20 
cents would be taxed $15, instead 
of the $18 voted by the House, and 
those retailing at more than 20 
cents would be taxed $20 instead of 
the House figure of $25. 

Work on Odds and Ends. 

The committeemen were clean- 
ing up odds and ends after approv- 
ing income surtax revisions which 
omitted specific mention of the 
$25,000 maximum  income-after- 
taxes recommended by President 
Roosevelt. | 

Chairman George (Dem.), 
Georgia, told reporters, however: 

“Take a look at those rates we 
voted today. You'll see a man 
can’t keep much more than $25,000 
unless.he’s a millionaire.”

The tax does not apply to tickets 
costing 35 cents or less, or to com- 
mutation or season tickets for 
single trips of less than 30 miles, 
or to amounts paid for commuta- 
tion tickets for one month or less. 

Likewise exempted are the spe- 
cial rate round-trip tickets avail- 
able to service men on pass or fur- 
lough. 

George said he was. hopeful of 
polishing off the bill before the 
week end. 

“We'll work Saturday,” he said,

JULY SCRAP METAL SHIPMENTS 
15 PCT. UNDER MONTH'S QUOTA 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 11 (AP).— 
War Production. Board figures 
showed today that July shipments 
of iron and steel scrap to consum- 
ing mills totaled 2,400,000 tons— 
about 15 per cent under the month- 
ly average quota set up for the 
last six months of 1942. 

Although this was a gain of 188,- 

000 tons over June, the scrap situ- 
ation has since prompted a call 
from the WPB for vastly intensi- 
fied collection to prevent vital steel 
mills from curtailing their output | 
or shutting down. Representatives 
of the nation’s newspapers have 
accepted a WPB challenge to carry 
on the campaign. 
North Dakota led all states in 
July by shipping 26.7 per cent of 
its six months’ quota. Missouri 
shipped 11.5 per cent and “llinois

War Bond Drive 


HOLLYWOOD, Sept. 11. 

N little more than 10 years, 

Hollywood, a phenomenon as re- 

sponsive to temblors as any 
seismograph, has undergone three 
major shocks. First was the rev- 
olution of the sound film. Then 
came the war abroad, which —* 
the industry to the marrow. 
came Pearl Harbor. That een a 
shake that rattled its teeth, jolted 
and clumped it down to bedrock. 
Hollywood not only survived, but 
got itself on a more solid — 
than before, 

One might say that it was only 
after Pearl Harbor that Hollywood 
really got to know itself. Before 
that, it was something amorphous, 
like a state of mind. It wag sev- 
eral towns, 20 studios, 50 depend- 
ent industries—all sprawled over 
400 square miles of ex-desert. 
There was a rough organization of 
a sort—but it wasn’t much more 
than 20 communities-in search of 
what was vaguely known as Holly- 
wood. 

Then it rang doorbelils and be- 
gan to sell bonds to itself. ' Holly- 
wood went all out on this and out- 
busied the ant. In 20 weeks it 
sold itself five million dollars 
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worth—or bonds at the rate of 
$250,000 a week. This would be a 
good showing for any industry, 
but since only 32,000 people are 
actually engaged in film business 
of one sort or another, the show- 
ing is remarkable. But Hollywood 
regards this as only half way on 
mt road to an all-out industry ef- 
0 

All this took a lot of hard slog- 
ging by the Motion Picture Com- 
mittee for Hollywood, with its 400 
members and its generalissimo, 
Henry Ginsberg, the chairman. It 
organized itself fast, and got into 
working trim A naan ** meetings. 


STUDIO COMMITTEES were 
formed, These were divided in 
groups, or trades, committees. A 
friendly competitive spirit was 
worked up amongst them. Man- 
agements were brought together. 
Crafts were brought together. Then 
both factors were given unity, 
with the war bond as its symbol.

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WPA Equipment Used in War Effort. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 
NOTED the recent letter, “Hoard of 
Unused Government Material.” It is 
unfortunate that the writer did not take 
the time and small amount of effort to 
learn more facts about the case. Here 
are the facts of the matter: : 
Considerable surplus equipment is on 
hand at the various WPA warehouses in 
Illinois, including the one at the National 
Stockyards. This surplus has resulted 
largely because of the rapid reduction of 
WPA working load during the past year. 
All equipment surplus to the needs of 
the Illinois WPA has been placed on sur- 
plus property lists. Thesg lists have been 
circulated to other Federal agencies 
likely to be in need of this equipmcnt. 
It is felt that all WPA surplus can be 
absorbed by the Army and Navy, and 
other Federal agencies engaged in the 
war effort. 
During the past four months, a great 
quantity of this equipment has been 
transferred. Receiving agencies have 
been the Public Roads Administration, 
which has used this WPA surplus in the 
construction of the Alaska Highway; 
the Army, at various Army posts 
throughout the State and in neighboring 
states, has taken a large quantity of 
equipment, and the Navy at Great Lakes 
and at the naval stations in Missouri has 
also taken large quantities. 
WPA is constantly contacting all Fed- 
eral agencies which might be in need of 
the type of equipment on hand in an ef- 
fort to dispose of all surplus. It is ex- 
pected that within a very short time, all 
WPA warehouses will be cleaned out to 
the extent of keeping on hand only such 
equipment as is necessary to continue 
WPA operations. 
The reason for concentrating on other 


Federal agencies is that WPA surpluses | 


are transferred to them at no cost. If it 
is found that these agencies are not able 
to take over all WPA surplus, the re- 
maining items will be placed on sale, 
and sold to the highest bidder. 
Within the last four months, a total 
of 27 carloads of this surplus has been 
transferred to other Federal agencies.

$1,238,440 TENTATIVE TOTAL

JEFFERSON CITY, Sept. 11 
(AP).—The State Defense Council 
may ask the next Legislature for 
$1,238,440 for civilian defense dur- 
ing 1943 and 1944. A tentative bud- 
get drawn up by the council’s Ex- 
ecutive Committee here yesterday 
estimated at least $642,010 was 
needed to operate the many de- 
fense activities the next two years.

‘Army Issues Additional Infor- 
mation for Prospective 
Students Here. 


Additiona] information for pro- 
spective students at the Army Air 
Forces’ new school at St. Louis 
University for training civilian ra- 
dio instructors* was issued today 
‘by Maj. Thomas K. Fischer, officer 
in charge. The school, which is 
expected to have an enrollment of 
1200, will open next Thursday. 

Maj. Fischer said applicants 
should be 20 years old or over, 
possess a knowledge of algebra 
and elementary physics, a good 
scholastic record, sufficient ma- 
turity to teach, a natural interest 
in radio, electricity or general sci- 
ence, with some experience, such 
as being a radio “ham.” 

Applicants who are radio or elec- 
trical engineers, have two years of 
college training and teacher ex- 
perience are preferred, but these 
are not required qualifications. 

Draft Deferments.to Be Sought. 

Draft deferment is not auto 
matic or guaranteed, Maj. Fischer 
said, but efforts will be made to 
obtain deferments for graduate in- 
structors. 

Persons in the St. Louis area 
who desire to enroll are advised to 
go to Scott Field and ask at the 
main gate to see R. L. Medhurst 
in the Civil Service Employment 
Office. ? 

Classes will be held six days & 
week, from 7:30 a. m. to 4:20 p. m. 
daily. The course will last. 12 
weeks, with the first class of 100 
to be enrolled next week and 
classes of similar size to be en- 
rolled each succeeding week until 
the maximum of 1200 are receiving 
training at one time. New stu- 
dents will be accepted as soon as 
a class graduates, ' 

After enrolling, students must 
report at room 106, St. Louis Uni- 
versity’s administration building, 
at 9 a. m. on the Tuesday preced- 
ing the start of their course. New 
classes begin on Thursday. 

Men and Women Eligible. 

Men and women are eligible as 
students. They will receive the 
Civil Service status of Sp-4 at an 
annual salary of $1620 during the 
training period. Upon graduation 
they will be recommended for pro- 
motion to a P-1 rating at $2000 a 
year. Maj. Fischer said that effi- 
cient work “definitely” can be ex- 
pected to lead to higher grades.

Gay But Expensive Affair 


all sorts of extras, even in the 
places which do not provide music 
or entertainment, which you spend 
much more than $1 for a meal. 
Even the simplest places usually 
add 50 cents for a cover charge. 
The cover charge in the swankier 
places—which is supposed to absorb 
their high overhead—may exceed 
the price of the meal. 

You are expected to order some- 
thing to drink in the Savoy, the 
Dorchester, the Cafe Royal or any 
other well known restaurant and 
the price for even a beer with your 
meai makes your original invest- 
ment in the fixed price lunch or 
dinner look insignificant. Coffee, 
usually poor, is also sold at prof- 
iteering prices, enabling the res- 
taurateur to prosper despite the low 
fixed charge for the meal. Some 
restaurants charge heavily for 
checking the diner’s hat or coat. 


$18 Lunch for 4. 

So the bill for a three-course 
lunch for four at Claridges with 
one bottle of wine and one cigar 
pice 80 cents) came to $18 A 
young British aviator whom I 
know took his girl to the Troca- 
dero for a dinner to celebrate his 
promotion. They weren't allowed 
to have more than $2 worth of 
food between them and had to ex- 
ercise much care to satisfy their 
hunger but the two beers, cof- 
fees, cover charges, etc. brought 
the bill to $8.50—quite an item for 
a British officer without independ- 
ent income. 

“Just around the corner from 
some of the fanciest hotels of the 
West End is Hyde Park, where 
radical soapboxers still hold forth 
each evening and on Sundays. I 
have heard the Hyde Park orators 
denounce the luxuries of the West 
End hotels and invite the envious 
attention of their hearers to the 
conspicuous waste of manpower 
‘and materials in those “haunts of 
the rich.” The audiences com- 
prised partly men in uniform and 
partly people who obviously lived 
far less comfortably than the peo- 
ple being denounced. They seemed 
to concur in the demand that fre- 
quenters of West End restaurants 
be deprived of the privilege of eat- 
ing as much meat as they eould 
afford to buy by going from res- 
taurant to restaurant. 


But only a few of Britain’s 46,- 
750,000 population heard the Hyde 
Park soapboxers or seem to care 
about weat goes on in the West 
End. I have talked with many in- 
telligent Englishmen and women 
who neither could afford nor 
choose to spend much time in the 
West End, They regard it as an 
unavoidable—and not too impor- 


tant—excresence on a sober and 


healthy nation at war. They say 
that with a comparatively few ex- 
ceptions the patrons of the West 
End restaurants and hotels are 
transients, not regulars. 


Few Days Good Time. 

Most of the luxury clientele con- 
sists of service men on leave with 
their wives, sweethearts, parents or 
buddies. They have a few days 
respite from the horror or boredom 
of war and they want a good time. 
They don’t know when they'll have 
‘another opportunity for abit of 


fun and good food and clean beds. 
They have saved for a long time 
to have this holiday and so have 
their relatives and friends. Their 


families maly have traveled a whole | 


day to have this brief reunion and 
they want the best that can be ha 
the price be damned. | 

That trade is the basis of West 
End spending and there are al- 
ways plenty of customers for what 
is available. Grousers can pay the 
same or go elsewhere—with not 
very good pickings, usually. The 
Government would have much 
more complaint and disaffection if 
it attempted to regulate and Spar- 
tanize the West End than by clos- 
ing its eyes to West End indul- 
gences. 

After three years of war Britons 
are keen to have the best there is 
in entertainment. The theaters are 
enjoying exceptional prosperity and 
the movies have never made 80 
much money, They have raised 
their prices and still people are 
willing to stand in queues a block 
long for several hours, if neces- 
sary, to get into popular movies. 
The queuers aren’t loafers. They 
may have worked 56 hours in a 
munitions factory that ‘week and 
want a change. They may be sol- 
diers or women members of the 
armed forces who seek relief from 
the monotony of waiting for some- 
thing to happen in their vicinity. 


War Themes Popuiar. 

The theatergoers and moviegoers 
don’t insist on “escape them*es.” 
“Macbeth,” “The Doctor's Dilem- 
ma” and a horrible play about 
American gangsters as well as mu- 
sical comedies draw crowded 
houses. “Gone With the Wind” has 
turned them away in one central 
theater for more than two years. 
But some of the best acted, best 
applauded plays I saw in London 
have to do with such war themes 
as London during the blitz, high 
drama in the life of members of the 
Royal Air Force, adventures Of the 
Royal Navy or the American war 
play, “The Watch on the Rhine.”

Financial Straits of Penal 
Institutions Discussed 
at Meeting—May De- 
cide Next Week.

JEFFERSON CITY, Sept. 11. — 
Financial straits of the State penal 
institutions, largely due to appro- 
priations inadequate to meet ad- 
vancing wartime costs,: were dis- 
cussed by the State Penal Board.in 
a cnoference with Gov. Donnell 
yesterday. The conference was part 
of Donnell’s inquiry to determine 


whether he will call a special .ses- 
sion of the Legislature, to provide 
more funds for the penal institu- 
tions and other departments in a 
similar plight. \ 

The Penal Board indicated be- 
tween $175,000 and $200,000 of addi- 
tional funds would be required to 
complete the 1941-42 biennial pe- 
riod. Funds of most of the penal 
institutions will be exhausted in 
November, it was said. This is due 
principally to advancing food costs 
and serious crop losses on the 
prison farms, due to recent floods. 

May Decide Next Week. 

The Governor, who may reach a 
decision next week after he hears 
a report on similar financial 
troubles of the State eleemosynary 
hospitals, has kept his own counsel 
and declined to comment on his 
probable course.

Health and Beauty 


By Patricia Lindsay 


T is beauty’s duty to keep 
| healthy and efficient this year. 

Girls and women who serve, 
either in industry, in volunteer 
work or at home, must eat “ade- 
quately and exercise sufficiently 
to keep the body functioning nor- 
mally. Through good health en- 
ergy is*supplied and beauty is 
preserved. 

As the cost of food has gone up 
considerably I thought my readers 
would be interested in knowing 
how to plan a minimum-cost ade- 
quate diet—okayed by the nutri- 
tion experts of the Government. 

In order to meet all nutritional 
needs as cheaply as possible, this 
diet has a large quantity of cereal 
products and milk as its basis 
(good for hair and skin and 
eyes!). It contains just enough 
vegetables, fruits, eggs and lean 
meats to supply vitamins, min- 
erals, and protein, and enough fats 
and sweets to round out the néed- 
ed calories (which are your fuel 
count). * 

For one person per week: 

Milk: One quart daily for each 
young child; three-fourths of a 
quart daily for each child over 4 
(to drink or in cooked food). One 
pint for each adult. 

Vegetables and Fruit: From 
three to four servings per person 
daily. Eight to nine servings a 
week of potatoes or sweet pota- 
toes. Two or three servings a 
week of tomatoes (or of citrus 
fruits in season) for each adult 
and child over 4; four to six 
tablespoons of tomato juice or two 
tablespoons of orange juice daily 
for each child under 4 Five to 
six servings a week Of leafy, green, 
or yellow vegetables. Two to three 
servings a week of dried beans, 
or ‘peanuts. One serving 


peas, 
daily of fruit or an additional 
vegetable. 

Eggs: Two or three a week for 


adults; four or five for young chil- 
dren; a few in cooking.

Are Caused by 


o Lack of lodine 


Logan Clendening, M. D. 


HAT does it mean if the thy- 
roid gland swells up? Aswol- 
len thyroid gland is called a 
goiter. When we examine goiters 
that have been removed at opera- 
tion under the microscope we see 
a number of different kinds of 


changes. *4 

The simplest. kind of goiter is 
the one found in the so-called 
goiter regions. It is well known 
that in some regions a large pro- 
portion of the young adult popu- 
lation have enlargement of the 
thyroid. Switzerland is such a re- 
gion and in North America around 
the Great Lakes district. 

The cause of this relationship 
has been quite thoroughly worked 
out. The secretion of the thyroid 
gland is quite a complicated chem- 
ical structure, but it contains a 
large amount of iodine. Without. 
iodine the gland cannot form this 
secretion at all. 

In most parts of the world there 
is plenty of iodine in the soil. This 
gets into the drinking water, into 
vegetables and edible fruit, into 
cow’s milk, etc., so that the human 
organism has plenty for its needs. 
The Texan, for instance, gets 15 
times as much iodine in his food 


the thyroid in people who live in 
iodine-poor regions increases in 
the number of its- cells so that 
every bit of iodine can be picked 
out of the blood. 

TS 

THIS SORT OF goiter can be 
cured by giving iodine artificially 
in the form of iodine salt—sodium 
iodide, Only a very little need be 
taken—a few grains for 10 days 
spring and fall is sufficient to keep 
the body in equilibrium. Obviously 
these goiters are beneficial and 
not harmful and should not be re- 
moved, 

None of the other forms of goiter 
are nearly so well understood as 
this simple physiological enlarge- 
ment of the thyroid. 

We can for convenience divide 
them into active and non-active 
varieties.

HERE is a certain sort of stu- 
T pidity that hides behind good- 

ness. With that I have no pa- 
tience. There is no place for it 
in the United States in this year 
of the war. I have scant sym- 
pathy for the error it disc‘oses be- 
cause it is the stubborn set of a 
dull adult mind. 

Girls are potential mothers. No 
matter how you dodge that fact it 
stands. It stands and will forever 
stand, because God Himself or- 
dained it. Then why do some peo- 
ple try so frantically to deny the 
girls the knowledge and the train- 
ing, the instruction and practice, 
that will help them some day to 
perform their great task in worthy 
fashion? . 

Why is it that girls are taught 
all sorts of matter that is unim- 
portant to them, that, if they ever 
need to know it, can be found in 
any reference library, and denied 
the teaching they need the most?

Girls need to know all about a 
baby from its inception to its birth, 
its after care, its rearing. That 
knowledge is fundamental to the 
success of a girl’s career. She 
may work as a stenographer or a 
manager or something in the busi- 
ness world, but wherever she goes, 
whatever she does, her special in- 
terest in life goes with her, wife- 
hood, motherhood, womanhood in 
its fulfilment.
